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As a result, I am fully aware of the tremendous 
effort, the tremendous teamwork that goes into it and 
all of the other intelligence reports that I receive that 
aré so vital to the making of sound poliey decisions on 
national security, and let me express my personal gratitude 
for this fine work. 


The appointment of George Bush as your new Director 
matches a good man with a good team, George Bush assumes 
the leadership of the intelligence community at a very 
eritical point in its history -- oritical because national 
and international attention is focused on your work now 
as never before. 


Because much of your work depends on secrecy and 
because secrecy adds a new aura of mystery and intrigue, 
there is the natural tendency for extraordinary attention 
to be paid to the intelligence community when allegations 
are made that it has not functioned as it should. 


Past problems, any excesses, the abuses of the 
past have more than adequately been deseribed. I am 
concerned about them as I know you are, but one thing is 
very, very certain -- we cannot improve this agency by 
destroying it. 


Let me assure you also I have no intention of 
secing the intelligence community dismantled, its operations 
paralyzed or its effectiveness undermined, The Administration 
fully intends to safeguard the effectiveness of this 
agency, the confidentiality of its information and the 
lives and honor of its agents and employees. 


The irresponsible release of classified informatica. 
by people who should know better must cease, A better 
balance must be struck between the right of the people to 
know and this country's commitment to survive and live in 
peace, 


Accordingly, in the next few weeks after a great 
deal of study and consultation with experts in this field, 
TI will announce my deaisions on the steps t believe necessary 
to strengthen our foreign intelligence operations. My 
actions will be designed to insure that this Nation has what 
youv-arnd I “know we must have «= the best intelligenc 
capacity in the world. 


These actions will be consistent with two very 
fundamental principles. First, the United States must 
have a strong and effective capability to gather, to 
evaluate foreign intelligence and conduct necessary 
covert operation; and second, these activities must be. 
conducted in a Constitutional and lawful manner and never 
be aimed at our own citizens.

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George Bush shares my commitment to these 
principles, As a former Member of Congress and ag the 
son of a vary great man, a distinguished stateaman -- the 
Late Senator Prescott Bush of Connecticut -- George has 
known all of his life that the people are sovereign and 
“that thelr rights must Pe secure, 


As a former representative of this Government to 
the People's Republie of China and as the former United 
States Ambassador to the United Nations, George Bush is 
in step with world development. I know from firsthand 
personal experience he is a man of enormous capability, 
sound moral judgment and has had an intenae devotion to 
public service. He is fully prepared to guide the policy 
decisions of this agency and of the entire intelligence 
community with a depth and a breadth of knowledge that 
few others have, 


George has said that he sees his First task 
ag one of making a tremendous effort to restore public 
confidence in this fine agency. In that effort he has my 
full and total support. 


I continue to believe that the Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency must have direct personal access 
to the President, George will have this access on a very 
regular basis and whenever special circumstances require. 

With his leadership and with your help, I believe 
we can make this ageney an inetrument of peace and «11 object 
of pride for all of our people. That is my goal and I know 
that each and every one of you share it with me. 

Now it is my great privilega and pleasure to 
introduce Mr. Justice Stewart who will administer the oath

country, often putting their lives on the line, only to have some 
people bent on destroying this agenoy expose thein names, 
This must stop, and I will do my level best to play oc vole in 
that. , 


Co am equally determined, Mr. President, to take a 
new look at some of the practices that may have made great 
ense in the past, but that now must be reviewed and re- 
thought to see if they are necessary and to aee if they are 
indeed compatible with moral judgment of our countrymen. 
And this won't be easy work, but as you said, sir, restoration 
of public confidence is essential if we are to get on about 
our important work here, 


And lastly, Myr. President, our goal here is to 
provide you and others with intelligence. We are not in 
the policy business. Wa will eall them as we see them, and we 
WLllL be objective and our astimate will continue to come to 
you without hint of bias. They will be the product of the 
best intelligence in the entire world. 


I pledge to you that no politics, no policy bias, 
will coler the collective judgment of the CIA, This ds the wey 
you want it, this is the way the CIA operates, and this is the 
Way our country must have it.

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. Many have said to me since this nomination that, 
well, you are taking on a difficult «= and somewhat more 
pessimistic say-~taking on an impossible task, That may 

be true in one sense, but I consider myself fortunate indeed 
to have been confirmed for this challenging job. I want 
this job -- I want to do it well, and I like the dedication 
and love of country that I find here. And I am proud to 

be a part of the CIA,

The President: 


Mr. Justice Stewart, new Director George Bush, all of 
you wondeweul employees of CIA. 

First let me thank all of you for the first-class job 
you've done under the most difficult circumstances. As I 
walked over hove Ghis Gunite my memory went back to about 
15 or more years ago when I was on the Committee that handled 
the appropriation Foxcnoneemiction of this building. I 
remember very vividly Mr. Allen Dulles, the then Director, 
came before the Committee and asked for _ 


He said that the facilities where all the people worked 


were totally inadequate for the tremendous job _ 


The Committee eventually made available the money. 
' That was my first exposure to the CIA. And over the years 

as a veteran of Congress, I had a great deal of opportunity 

to meet with the various Directors, Mr. McCone:; Admiral Raborn, 
and others: and I had some opportunity as President to know 
first-hand your fine, former Director, Bill Colby. I say that 
with great emphasis because I said it Monday when I gave him 
the National Security Medal for outstanding service of 25 

years to this Agency. As I walked over and saw this fine 


building, I know as well as you know that it's not the brick 
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and mortar that produces what is so essential and so vital as 
far as our national security is concerned. It's the people 
who do the job, and for that I thank all of you for your dedi- 
cated, conscientious, extraordinary service. All of us in 
this country--President and 214 or 15 million others--are very 
grateful and I thank you on behalf of all of them. I've had 
the pleasure of knowing your Director for a number of years and 
served with him in the House of Representatives. I know 
that the United States. I saw the work that he 
did in China, so I'm certain. the great 
tradition of former Directors will be Savvoed out by your new 
Dpirector; George Bush. | : 

I have said as I've traveled around the country the last 
9 months or more, this country had to have, as it does, the 
Fines Savetiteence gathering, evaluating organization-in the 
world. I have. said without any fear of contradiction that we, 
in this Agency, I feel solemnly and do an 
outstanding job.
